Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  1967  on  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department , School  Health  Service , and  the 
Welfare  Services 0 

Delay  in  production  of  this  report  has  been  caused  by  the 
fact  that  in  spite  of  steadily  increasing  duties  of  the  department, 
the  number  of  clerical  staff  remains  the  same  as  in  1960o  The 
report  is  also  brief  for  the  same  reasonc 

Perusal  of  the  statistics  shows  that  during  the  year  there 
were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  or  from  any  other  notifiable 
infectious  disease,  with  the  exception  of  measles,  which  killed 
one  child o 

As  in  recent  years  more  than  half  of  all  the  deaths  were 
caused  by  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  - diseases  which  seem 
to  be  a concomitant  of  the  affluent  society0 

Our  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  again  low  and  below  that  for 
England  and  Wales , but  our  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  rather  high, 
because  of  five  stillbirths o Reduction  in  the  number  of  stillbirths 

can  be  effected  only  by  increasing  still  further  the  efficiency  of 
ante  natal  car a 0 

Thirty  seven  (37)  people  died  from  cancer 0 Ten  (10)  of  these 
were  killed  by  cancer  of  the  lung,  a form  of  the  disease  which  is 
entirely  preventible0  Nevertheless,  the  tobacco  manufacturing  firms 
continue  their  glib  and  persuasive  propaganda  and  smoking  of 
cigarettes  continues  to  increase 0 That  such  a dangerous  commodity 
which  causes  deaths  from  other  conditions  also,  can  be  so  actively 
advertised  seems  to  me  a national  scandal 0 

It  is  very  interesting  to  compare  the  pattern  of  mortality 
now  with  that  of  more  than  50  years  ago0  Perusal  of  the  first 
report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Radnorshire 
available  to  me,  which  is  for  the  year  1911  ■=■  shows  that  in  that 
year  1(2  people  died  from  Tuberculosis,  but  only  20  from  Cancer0 
Diphtheria  caused  5 deaths,  whooping  cough  2,  and  Scarlet  Fever  1Q 
Except  for  Cancer,  none  of  these  diseases  claimed  a single  victim 
in  Radnorshire  in  196?o

In  August  a new  clinic  building  was  completed  in  Presteigne 
Id  accommodate  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  handicraft  classes  for 
blind  and  physically  handicapped  people  and  for  chiropody « 


Serial  Tuberculin  Testing  of  Schoolchildren  was  started 
during  the  year*  Response  from  parents  was  good  and  a number 
of  children  were  found  to  'be  tuberculin  positive*,  All  these 
were  x-rayed  and  all  were  found  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis 0 


Plans  were  drawn  up  for  the  erection  of  a.  ten  bedded  Old 
People's  Home  at  Presteigne,  to  be  associated  with  twelve 
bungalows  for  old  people  provided  by  the  Presteigne  Urban 
District  0 oime  i 1 e

During  the  year  twelve  premature  babies  were  born  all  of  then 
in  hospital®  Two  of  these  babies  died*  one  within  24  hours  and 
one  within  seven  days  0 Both  weighed  between  2 Ibo  ® 3 ozs®  and 
3 lb o 4 css®  The  remaining  ten  born  in  hospital  survived  and  have 
done  well®

Health  Visiting 

The  pattern  of  health  visiting  is  beginning  to  take  on  a new 
looko  There  is  less  routine  visiting  of  the  under  five  age  group 
and  more  selective  visiting^  the  young  mother  of  to-day  being  more 
knowledgeable*,  partly  we  hope  from,  talks  to  schoolchildren  on 
mothercraf t o Borne  credit  must  b©  given  to  articles  in  women9 s 
magazines  which  are  usually  very  well  put  over*,  with  just  enough 
fiction  to  make  them  attractive  to  young  mothers 0 

A very  rewarding  group  is  the  expectant  mothers  attending 
parentcraft  classes  where  they  are  taught 9 not  only  about  their 
pregnancy,  but  how  to  care  for  their  babies  in  the  early  weeks 0 
Most  of  these  mothers  bring  up  their  children  with  the  minimum  of 
support,  leaving  the  health  visitor  to  concentrate  on  the  less  ablec 

Teats  for  Phenylketonuria  at  4=6  weeks  and  hearing  tests  at 
7=9  months  continue 0 

On  the  recommendation  of  Mp0  Munro , a Consultant  Ophthalmalogist 
to  the  Hereford  Group  of  Hospitals,  eye  testing  for  amblyopia  is 
carried  out  in  children5 s homes  by  the  health  visitor  at  the  age  of

5 $>594  in  the  previous  yearQ 

These  figures  show  that  the  ambulance  services  continues  to 
be  in  heavy  demand 0 The  mileage  covered  by  both  ambulances  and 

sitting-case  cars  continued  to  increase  during  I967  but  the 
percentage  increase  of  i „5  was  the  lowest  for  eight  years o 

Although  every  effort  is  made  to  economise,  the  continued 
increase  in  mileage  is  inevitable  because  of  the  centralisation 
of  hospital  specialist  services  at  distant  hospitals  - Hereford, 
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* Aberystwyth,  Shrewsbury,  Cardiff  and  further  afield,  early  discharges 
from  short-term  hospitalisation,  and  reduction  of  road  and  rail  transport. 
The  average  journey  covered  in  1967  by  ambulances  was  50  miles  and  by 
sitting  case  cars,  . 

A new  Land  Rover  Ambulance  was  taken  into  service  by  the  Knighton 
Ambulance  Station  in  May,  and  the  Morris  ambulance  transferred  to 
Llandrindod  Wells  for  use  as  a *' second-line'*  vehicle. 

During  the  year  our  ambulance  service  was  increasingly  in  attendance 
at  motor  sport  events,  which  was  a source  of  a small  revenue.  As  a rule 
the  second  line  vehicle  is  used  for  this  purpose  - 

Part  II  of  the  Working  Party  Report  on  Equipment  was  published  by 
the  Ministry  in  August,  1967.  The  report  considers  that  a greater 
degree  of  standardisation  in  ambulance  equipment  and  vehicles  is 
desirable.  Although  most  of  the  equipment  recommended  by  the  Report 
was  in  use  in  our  vehicles,  those  few  items  which  were  not,  were  purchased 

Because  of  the  economic  situation,  it  was  decided  during  the  year 
to  defer  the  installation  of  Radio  Control  for  ambulances  which  was 
scheduled  for  introduction  in  the  year  1968/69. 

During  the  year  the  Government  decided  that  the  Civil  Defence  Corps 
should  be  reduced  in  size  and  have  a modified  role.  Consequently, 
Regulations  provided  for  the  augmentation  of  the  peace-time  ambulance 
service  in  war  by  the  employment  of  volunteer  drivers  who  were  to  be 
recruited  and  to  be  known  as  the  "Ambulance  Reserve".  In  January,  1968 
Home  Defence  was  placed  on  a "care  and  maintenance"  basis  by  the 
Government. 

I am  indebted  to  all  the  voluntary  ambulance  drivers  and  attendants 
and  also  the  sitting-case  car  drivers  who  have  by  their  willingness  to 
turn  out,  often  in  atrocious  weather  conditions,  enabled  the  service  to 
avoid  cancellations  and  meet  its  commitments. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Several  of  the  health  visitors  are  taking  classes  of  Red  Cross 
Cadets.  The  talks  on  hygiene  and  mothercraft  are  particularly 
valuable,  as  these  youngsters  are  keen  to  learn.  We  hope  that  the 
knowledge  they  assimilate  now  will  stand  them  in  good  stead  when 
bringing  up  their  own  families. 

The  Junior  League  of  Non  Smokers  continues  to  flourish  in  a 
modest  way,  concentration  now  being  centred  on  the  10  and  11  year  olds. 
This  appears  to  be  the  age  at  which  smoking  starts  and  it  is  much 
easier  to  stop  smoking  before  the  habit  becomes  well  established. 

Attempts  at  health  education  amongst  heavy  smokers  are  most 
depressing.  They  just  don’ t want  to  know  the  connection  between 
smoking  and  lung  cancer,  chronic  bronshitis  and  heart  disease.

Act*  1959  which 
became  operative  in  November*  i960  the  district  nurses-  andi 
health  visitors  were  appointed  as  Mental  Welfare  Officers* 
and  they  continued  in  this  capacity  in  1967®  As  reported  in 
previous  Animal  Reports*  this  domiciliary  work  is  mainly  carried 
out  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  is  undertaken  efficiently., 


As  the  trend  continues  to  return  people  into  the  community* 
after  a comparatively  short  stay  in  hospital*  it  bec.om.es  more 
important  that  the  health  visitors  understand  the  complex  nature 
of  the  drugs  which  play  such  a large  part  in  the  treatment  of 
mental  disorders 0 


Side  effects  from  sune  of  these  drugs  are  very  alarming 
to  the  patients  and  their  relatives'  and  they  need  & considerable 
amount  of  support  and  encouragement 0 


A very  good  relationship  is  maintained  between  the  staff 
of  the  Mid  Wales  Hospital  and  the  health  visitors-.,  The  monthly- 
case  conferences  and  the  taking  of  some  patients  to  the 
psychiatric  clinics  are  very  helpful  to  all  concerned..

January , 196?  and 
attended  by  representatives  of  voluntary  organisations  in 
the  county  and  other  interested  persons,  it  was  agreed  to 
form  a Radnorshire  Association  for  the  Disabled  and  to 
adopt  a const itut ion  which  had  previously  been  worked 
out  by  a specially  appointed  Steering  Committee 0 
Alderman  Hc  Edwards  was  elected  President  of  the 
Association  and  Miss  Ba  Ao  Payne,  M B , E was  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  0ommitteeo 

The  objects  of  the  Association  are  generally  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  physically  disabled  persons  other  than  those 
who  are  blind,  deaf  and  dumb  or  mentally  handicapped,  within 
the  County  of  Radnor  £ to  ascertain  the  need  for  any  kind  of 
assistance  for  such  persons  % and  to  promote,  or  assist  in 
promoting  recreational  facilities,  holidays,  and  such  other 
amenities  as  are  not  otherwise  provided  for  them 0 

The  Association  is  registered  with  the  County  Council 
under  the  War  Charities  Act,  1940  and  is  affiliated  to  the 
Central  Council  for  the  Bisabledo 

Members  of  the  Committee  and  friends  have  been  active  in 
organising  social  functions  as  a means  of  raising  funds  for 
the  work  of  the  Association,  and  several  generous  donations 
from  organisations  and  individuals  have  been  received 0 The 
Committee  hope  that  a scheme  for  enrolling  "Friends  of  the 
Association"  will  in  future  ensure  a regular,  if  modest,  income 0 

As  a result  of  a questionnaire  circulated  to  all  registered 
disabled  persons  in  the  county,  it  was  found  that  the  greatest 
need  was  opportunities  of  meeting  other  people,  either  at 
social  gatherings,  or  on  coach  outings,  and  in  regular  visits 
to  the  homeQ  Consequently  the  work  of  the  Committee  during 
the  last  nine  months  has  tended  to  concentrate  on  these  items0 

In  the  Summer,  26  disabled  persons  joined  with  members  of 
the  Old  People1 s Association  in  a trip  to  Aberystwyth,  which 
included  a visit  to  the  cinema  while  a second  party  of  34 
disabled  persons  with  six  helpers,  spent  a very  enjoyable  day 
at  Chester  Zoo0  At  Christmas,  a party  Of  40  attended  the 
Pant omine  at  Llandrindod  Weils,  and  was  afterwards  entertained 
to  high  tea  at  Hampton  House0  In  addition,  a grant  was 
made  towards  the  cost  of  presents  and  other  expenses,  for  the 
usual  Christmas  party  held  at  the  Clinic 0 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  arrangements  were  made  for 
regular  sectional  meetings  to  be  held  at  different  centres 
in  the  countyQ  At  these  meetings  a number  of  old  people 
are  invited  to  meet  the  disabled  persons,  and  to  join  in  the 
enter tainmento  As  most  of  these  meetings  did  not  take  place 
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until  the  New  Year*  it  can  be  reported  that  they  have  proved 
extremely  successful  and  will  undoubtedly  form  a large  part  of  the 
Association^  activities  in  1 968**  0

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  yon  my  Annual  Report  as 
School  Medical  Officer  of  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Residential  School 
for  the  year  1967* 

On  the  whole p the  health  of  the  children  during  1967  was 
satisfactory. 

During  the  year » 108  pupils  were  admitted  to  Sick  Bay  and 
these  included  7 cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and  1 case  of  Mumps*  Two 
children  developed  Tonsillitis* 

There  was  one  minor  outbreak  of  sickness  in  November, 
involving  6 children*  No  cause  could  be  found  to  account  for 
this  and  all  the  children  responded  quickly  to  treatment*  During 
the  first  two  weeks  of  Decembers  19  children  contracted  Influenza, 

Two  pupils  were  admitted  to  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  with 
Pneumonic  chest  signs  which  required  further  investigation,  and 
treatment* 

Accidents  during  the  year  were  mainly  confined  to  bruises, 
.grazes  and  cuts,  2 of  which  required  suturing* 

Three  children  attended  the  out-patient  department  of 
Llandrindod.  Wells  Hospital  for  x-ray  of  limbs  following  injury* 

Two  were  found  to  have  cracked  bones,  the  third,  a fractured 
ankle * 


Routine  x-ray  of  both  hips  was  made  on  one  other  child* 

It  was  found  necessary  to  carry  out  chest  x-ray  on  3 
pupils  following  BoGoGc  skin  tests*  These  were  satisfactory* 

Two  children,  one  a diabetic,  are  regularly  supervised  by 
Dr*  Hugh  Fisher,  Consultant  Paediatrician,  at  Llandrindod  Wells 
Hospital  * 

Two  children  were  seen  by  Mr*  Brian  Thomas,  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon.  One  of  these  was  referred  to  the  Physiotherapy  Clinic 
for  treatment*
